Income tax rate power 6 a sign of our 
growing confidence as a nation’ 


A lmost 
two years 
after the 
National Assembly 
for Wales was 
founded, Welsh 
devolution will 
pass another 
significant mile¬ 
stone on April 6. 

Prom this Saturday, 
income tax rates decided 
in Wales will apply to 
Wales, affecting around 
two billion pounds of 
tax collected here each 
year. Your income tax 
rate will remain the 
same for 2019-20, a 
decision voted through 
by the Assembly for the 
first time in January. 

From Saturday, each 
band of UK Income Tax 
will reduce by lOp, and 
Welsh Rates will be set, 
one for each band, at lOp. 
This means no change 


overall, though income 
tax could be set higher 
or lower than that of 
England in future years 
by setting Welsh rates. 

This welcome 
change brings more 
accountability to the 
Welsh Government by 
tying the amount of 
money available in their 
budget more closely to 
the performance of the 
Welsh economy, and 
the decisions the Welsh 
Government make. 

We don’t need to 
do anything individu¬ 
ally, but if you live in 
Wales, whether or not 
your place of work is in 
Wales, you should have 
received a letter from 
HMRC with your new 
tax code, which now 
begins with a ‘C’ for 
Cymru, and may want 
to check with HMRC 
that your details are 
correct if you haven’t. 


This may seem 
a technical change, 
but I think it worth a 
moment on Saturday to 
stop and note the very 
first income tax rates 
set in Wales in mod¬ 
em times; yet another 


sign of our growing 
confidence as a nation.

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New medical 
centre is planned 
for Penarth 


A WELLBEING 
hub with facilities 
for GPs and special¬ 
ist services could be 
built in the grounds 
of Penarth Leisure 
Centre. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board says the hub, in 
a two-storey extension 
of the leisure centre, 
will “provide a valuable 
health and wellbeing 
facility for the residents 
of Penarth and the sur¬ 
rounding communities”. 

A new entrance 
to the leisure centre 
would also be built, 
according to a planning 
application submitted 
by the health board. 

The hub would be 
split into three zones - a 
health zone with clinical 
spaces for GPs and spe¬ 
cialist services, a well¬ 
being zone for commu¬ 
nity groups and a team 
zone, which would be a 
base for district nurses 
and health visitors and 
office accommodation. 

This extension would 
be to the west of the 
existing building in 
the area of land that 


currently accommodates 
disused tennis courts. 

The health board is 
developing a network 
of new health centres 
across the region as part 
of its ‘strategic clinical 
services plan’ which 
sets out how NHS ser¬ 
vices could potentially 
look in 10 years time. 

Wellbeing hubs are 
being set up in Maelfa, 
Ely and Penarth to pro¬ 
vide primary services 
such as GPs, dentists, 
community midwives 
and health visitors. 

Three new health and 
wellbeing centres are also 
being created at Cardiff 
Royal Infirmary, Barry 
Hospital and Whitchurch 
Hospital to provide 
outpatient services, diag¬ 
nostic imaging and com¬ 
munity health services. 

There are also plans 
to replace University 
Hospital Wales by 2030 
as NHS chiefs believe the 
site is not fit for purpose.

Yacht club’s ‘Turn of 
tide 80-mile row’ for 
homeless charity 



Barry Yacht sea rowing section’s charity row to the Mumbles and back will raise funds for 
Llamau, the charity which helps homeless young people. 


BARRY Yacht Club’s sea rowing section 
is undertaking an ambitious 80-mile row 
to raise funds for the charity Llamau. 

Last June, the rowers completed a 40-mile row 
from Barry to Mumbles to raise funds for Mali, 
a nine-month-old girl who had a serious heart 
condition. They also raised funds for the Coastguard 
Association. 

Following the success of that row, the sea rowing 
section is attempting an 80-mile ‘double row’ from 
Barry to Mumbles and back. Weather permitting, 
the row will take place on Sunday, April 6, starting 
at 7.15am. 

A spokesman said: “This year the row will be to 
support Llamau, the charity that provides help and 
guidance for young people between the ages of 14 
and 19. 

“The money raised will provide membership of 


the yacht club sea rowing section for several young 
people, together with the required equipment. With 
active participation, they will gain the skills and 
confidence they will need to become independent 
young adults. 

“The club’s two Celtic long boats will be joined 
by a boat from the Mumbles Sea Rowing Club. 
After leaving Barry Harbour at high water, together 
with a safety support boat, they will be taking the 
ebb tide down channel, following the coast past St 
Donats and Porthcawl to Mumbles. The row down 
is expected to take six hours, arriving at low tide. 

“One crew, after a brief stop, will begin their 
return row, while the other boat will change crews 
for the return to Barry.”

During 
each move, Jeff put 
his carpentry and 
building skills to use, 
working hard to create 
a specialist kickboxing 
space, providing adults 
and children with the 
opportunity to practice 
and progress within the 
sport. 

Barry-born Master 
Jeff Copp (8th Dan), 
became interested in 
fighting as a sport at the 
age of eight when he 
boxed with friends in 
the street and on Barry 
beach. Jeff joined the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
at the age of 18. During 
his time in the army he 
developed his interest in 
boxing, specialising in 
and eventually teaching 
unarmed combat and 
weapons. 

It was at this time that 
he became interested in 
Tae Kwon Do. During 
the early 1960s, The 
Republic of Korea sent 
the original masters 
of Tae Kwon Do to 
introduce the martial art 
to the wider world. 

Jeff was a part of 
this exciting period 
and his enthusiasm and 
dedication for the sport 
led him to train with 
some of the most illus¬ 
trious and influential 
martial artists of the 


time, including Master 
Rhee Ki Ha, one of the 
original masters. 

Jeff also trained and 
graded with Master Ted 
Hopwood, a student of 
Rhee Ki Ha and Master 
Hee il Cho, a prominent 
Korean-American 
Master of Tae Kwon 
Do. Jeffs sixth degree 
was by invitation from 
Master Karel Van 
Orsouw, a student of the 
original masters. 

In 2001, Jeff 
founded WKU (Welsh 
Kickboxing Union), 
his aim being to unite 
Welsh Kickboxing clubs 
and to create the biggest 
and fairest association 
in the UK. Currently 
there are 21 clubs in the 
association with more 
joining year on year. 

Jeff has trained and 
coached several world 
and hundreds of national 
champions over the 
years. Many of his 
students have gone on to 
open and run their own 
successful clubs. 

In 2017, Jeffs 
continued contribution 
to the advancement 
of Kickboxing in the 
UK was recognised by 
WUMA (World United 
Martial Arts Federation) 
when he was inaugu¬ 
rated into the prestigious 
UK Hall of Fame. Last 
year he was awarded his 
8th degree, also from 
the WUMA committee. 

At the age of 74, Jeff 
continues to drive back 
and forth from Barry 
to help and encourage 
Bridgend Warrior’s 
Academy students. All 
his students, family and 
friends are extremely 
proud of his achieve¬ 
ments and are delighted 
that his dedication, hard 
work and commitment 
has been recognised and 
rewarded.

Probus club learns of a master mariner., 


AT the recent meeting of 
Barry Probus 2 Club, Alan 
Thorne gave an interest¬ 
ing talk on the life of Sir 
William Reardon Smith. 

Alan noted that William came 
from a very humble West Country 
family, and at the age of 12 in 
1868 he went to sea, on the dan¬ 
gerous trading route around the 
coast. 

He very quickly became a com¬ 
petent seaman, gaining his Mate’s 
and Master’s Certificate by the 
extremely young age of 23. 

He illustrated with pictures 
of brigs, schooners and barques, 
some of the ships William had 
sailed around the world in. His 
vast experience was used by the 
Hogarth’s Shipping Company, 


supervising the construction and 
captaining the Machrihanish, 
a three-masted square-rigged 
schooner, on its maiden voyage 
to America. 

It was not until 1912 that Sir 
William ventured into becoming 
an agent and ship owner, with his 
first vessel the steamship City of 
Cardiff. With the coal trade and 
the explosion of world trade, the 
company quickly expanded to 28 
ships, with numerous others on 
charter. 

Sir William was knighted in 
1920 for his charitable works, 
some of which still grace Cardiff 
today. He was astute to recognise 
early the change in shipping and 
adjusted his fleet to match, and 
diversified to diesel and liners. 

The last docking in south Wales 


of a Reardon Smith ship was the 
Tacoma City in 1972. The year 
1985 saw the final trading of the 
shipping line. 

The next Probus meeting is on 
April 10, when a talk by Terry 
Hogg, Master Mariner and retired 
Channel Pilot will share his expe¬ 
rience of Channel pilots. New 
members are very welcome, and 
for further information, contact 
secretary John W Evans on 02920 
513970 or email president John 
Wilmot at johnwlmt58@hotmail.

Resident ‘gutted’ 
by latest parking 
proposals in Vale 


FOLLOWING The 
GEM’s front page 
story on potential 
new parking 
charges at Barry 
Island, local people 
have expressed 
concerns about the 
impact the meas¬ 
ures could have. 

If the proposals are 
adopted, there will be 
‘on street’ car parking 
charges all year round 
with only one hour free. 

A local family man, 
who is also a member of 
an environmental group, 
said the charges could 
deter him from making 
regular visits there. 

Leon Robertson and 
his family love spending 
time at the Island but he 
said regular visits could 
become a thing of the 
past. 

He explained: 

“Having read the 
proposal for parking 
charges I am highly 
disappointed. 

“As a family, we visit 
Barry Island on a regular 
basis, either popping 
down for an ice-cream 
after school, or on a 
Saturday or Sunday 
morning for a walk 
along the beach finding 
and identifying shells 
and stones with the kids. 
I’m also a member of a 
group called Beautiful 


Barry and we attend 
regular litter picks. 

“The new proposals 
for parking charges will 
affect us massively as 
a family and are likely 
to put us off visiting the 
Island regularly. I’m 
sure I’m not alone in 
saying I’m totally gutted. 

“I can’t imagine how 
the traders are feeling. 

It is sad that as a local 
family on a budget, I 
feel I’m being pushed 
away from our beautiful 
coastline due to financial 
constraints. 

“I also noted that The 
Knap will not suffer the 
same charges throughout 
the winter months, 
which seems ludicrous. 

“No winter reduction 
on the Island seems 
madness and the small 
independent businesses 
who rely on locals 
visiting through the 
winter months to keep 
them going will suffer 
the most.” 

Mr Robertson, who 
has been in touch 
with local politicians 
to voice his concern, 
issued an appeal to the 
Vale Council: “Please 
re-consider this policy 
as it will have a major 
impact on locals, traders 
and community groups. 
Please find a suitable 
solution that works for 
all involved.” 

The owner of 


Barrybados, Louis 
Ross, began a petition 
at iPetitions.com called 
‘Petition against pro¬ 
posed parking charges 
to Barry Island’. Early 
this week, there had 
been more than 3,200 
signatures. 

On the petition 
website, one comment, 
typical of many, said: 
“This will definitely not 
help the regeneration of 
Barry Island. So much 
work has been done to 
make this a beautiful 
place to visit. Why undo 
this by introducing car 
parking charges? It will 
deter people and affect 
businesses.” 

Another person 
said: “This policy will 
undoubtedly reduce the 
number of visitors to this 
beautiful location and 
ultimately will impact 
the local businesses 
that rely on their trade. 
Such a poor decision 
by the decision-makers 
who came up with this 
proposal.” 

The Vale Council 
says it is introducing the 
charges to pay for the 
upkeep of car parks and 
vital services.

Key council ‘parking charges’ 


meeting takes place today 


MEMBERS of the public con¬ 
cerned by proposed new car 
parking charges in the area will 
be attending a Vale Council scru¬ 
tiny committee meeting today 
(Thursday, April 4). 

Among those hoping to speak is Louis 
Ross, a trader on Barry Island, who started 
an online petition opposing proposed ‘on 
street charges’ after just one free hour. 

He said: “At a minimum we are asking 
for two hours free ‘on street parking’, 
free parking ‘on street’ during the winter 
and reduced winter rates for the main car 
parks.” 

The environment and regeneration com¬ 
mittee meeting starts today at 4.30pm and 
parking issues will be dealt with from 6pm 
onwards. The GEM understands that a 
number of local traders and members of 


the public want to speak. 

The council is Conservative-run, but the 
local MP Alun Caims, also a Conservative, 
said he is against further charges. 

He campaigned against Labour’s park¬ 
ing proposals four years ago and says the 
case against parking charges remains the 
same. 

He said: “Parking charges are not the 
right way forward to raise revenue for the 
local authority, although I fully appreciate 
the difficult situation the council finds 
itself in, given their poor funding from the 
Welsh Labour Government which doesn’t 
compare to the generous funding received 
by our neighbours in RCT, Bridgend and 
Cardiff. 

“We’re fortunate in the Vale to 
have excellent independent traders in 
Cowbridge, Barry and Llantwit Major that 
make a fantastic contribution to our local 


economy, attracting people to the area and 
creating jobs. 

“However, they will suffer most from 
parking charges. They are already com¬ 
peting with the internet and out of town 
shopping. If people are charged to park 
when supporting local business, they will 
be forced elsewhere. 

“I’m also worried about the impact on 
Barry Island, which has been thriving in 
recent years. I will continue to strongly 
argue the case that these proposals should 
be scrapped. If any charges are to be 
enforced, they need to be proven to serve 
a specific purpose of encouraging turnover 
for local businesses.” 

The Vale Council has argued it has to 
introduce charges to fund vital services and 
pay for the upkeep of local car parks.

Council approves new 
grass cutting contract 


THE Vale Council has 
agreed a flexible grass cutting 
contract with Countrywide 
Grounds Maintenance Ltd, 
aiming to reduce its costs over 
the next few years. 

A council spokesperson said that 
the deal also allows the number of 
cuts to be reduced in future years, 
so can be tailored to reflect budget 
challenges. 

Grass cutting of verges and small 
areas of open land will take place 
nine times this year, with the council 
saving £100,000 on last year’s costs, 
when grass was cut using agency 
staff. 

The new contract began last week, 
with grass cutting in areas such as 
parks, sports fields and schools con¬ 
tinuing to be undertaken by council 
staff on a more frequent, 10-day 
cycle. 

Miles Punter, the Vale Council 
director for environment and housing 
services, said: “At a time of decreas¬ 
ing budgets and increased financial 


pressures, we must be especially 
prudent in our approach to providing 
non-statutory council services. 
Through a successful external pro¬ 
curement process, we have managed 
to maintain the urban grass cutting 
service at a level similar to that of 
last year. 

“However, with increasing 
demands for the council’s statutory 
services such as education, social care 
and highways, continuing to deliver 
non-statutory services like grass cut¬ 
ting, to the standards that the public 
expect, is becoming more and more 
difficult. This contract recognises 
that and allows cutting frequencies to 
be reduced in future years to reflect 
budget demands. 

“We will be engaging with town 
and community councils and relevant 
local community groups between now 
and the 2020/21 grass cutting season 
to establish what scope there is for 
them to support grass cutting services 
in their areas going forward.”

Vale Council steps in to 
fund local bus service 

THE 95A Cardiff Bus service the council is also in discussion 


from Cardiff to Penarth began 
on Monday, April 1, replacing 
the previous 95A and 95B bus 
services. 

Financial support has been provided 
by the Vale Council to Cardiff Bus to 
ensure that the link between Penarth 
and Llandough Hospital is still availa¬ 
ble to passengers. 

Cllr John Thomas, Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “Good bus 
services are vital to many people’s 
lives, offering a convenient and safe 
way to travel at a reasonable cost. 

This service in particular provided a 
much-valued link between Penarth 
and Llandough Hospital and thanks 
to financial support provided by the 
council, this link will continue to 
operate for the next 12 months at 
least. 

“Following the withdrawal by 
Cardiff Bus of commercial bus service 
X91 from Llantwit Major to Cardiff 
via St Athan, Rhoose and north Barry, 


with a number of bus operators to 
see what the options are for a fast 
bus service or bus service link from 
Llantwit Major, St Athan and Rhoose 
to Cardiff. 

“While these discussions are ongo¬ 
ing, residents of Llantwit Major, St 
Athan and Rhoose can use bus service 
303/304, operated by New Adventure 
Travel, or either of the train stations at 
Llantwit Major and Rhoose.” 

A council spokesperson added: 

“The new 95A service connects 
Redlands Road and Llandough 
Hospital using the same route as 
its predecessor, but will no longer 
serve the Cowslip and Cogan, due 
to timing issues. Both of these areas 
are, however, served by another coun¬ 
cil-supported bus service, the 89.”

Market towns 
and mountains 
for ramblers 


RACHEL from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers played 
host to a group of 
17 walkers when 
they met at the 
pretty market town 
of Wotton-under- 
Edge, renowned for 
the part it played 
in the woollen 
industry. 

Heading along the bus¬ 
tling high street to view 
the Perry and Dawes 
Almshouses and small 
chapel erected in 1638, 
their next port of call was 
the 13th century St Mary 
the Virgin Church, then 
on past the delightful and 
well-kept Bear Packers 
Almshouses to join a 
footpath beside a stream. 

Entering part of 
the Ozleworth estate 
they made towards 
St Nicholas of Myra 
Church, surrounded by 
neat dry stone walls. A 
descent past the manor 
house and lake brought 
them up through fields 
and woodland, festooned 
with early spring flowers, 
to Tresham for lunch in 
the Millennium Garden 
beside an old well for 
lunch. 

Descending gradually 
through a stunning valley 
led them to Alderley and 
the church dedicated to 
St Kenelm alongside 
Alderley House, for 
many years the home of 
the Hale family. Walking 
along the road, they 
turned into fields con¬ 
taining ewes and lambs, 
donkeys and alpacas, 
through the Nind Nature 
Reserve and more fields 
with plenty of mud, to 
pass Leys Farm for the 
return via Brown’s Piece 
back into Wotton. 

In contrast, the fol¬ 
lowing day Robin and 
Pepper were joined by 
13 walkers for a moun¬ 
tain walk beginning 
from near Craig y Nos 
Country Park in the 
Brecon Beacons National 
Park. 

The sunny weather 


was a real bonus as they 
began with a stiff climb 
to Cribarth, also known 
as the ‘Sleeping Giant’ 
and having reached the 
ridgeway, they paused 
for morning break while 
gazing at the surrounding 
clear views beneath a 
blue sky. 

Many quarries dese¬ 
crated the mountainside 
in the search for lime¬ 
stone and silica to feed 
the iron, copper and 
tin industries and these 
minerals were conveyed 
by tramroad and rail and 
canal to Swansea. 

After following the 
ridgeway, they descended 
past twisted trees and 
a stream to Abercrave, 
anglicised from the 
Welsh ‘Abercraf, before 
climbing the Llech 
Gorge to stop for lunch. 
Continuing the climb, 
they arrived at Henrhyd 
waterfall, which plunges 
90 feet into the valley and 
can be walked behind, 
giving a fine opportunity 
for a photograph. 

Crossing a footbridge, 
they made their way 
through the packed car 
park to descend through 
fields into the Tawe 
valley and back through 
Craig y Nos Country 
Park, once the home of 
Adelina Patti, the famous 
opera singer. 

On April 6, meet at 
Penarth Railway Station 
to catch the 8.47am train 
via Cardiff to Bargoed 
for an 11-mile moderate 
walk taking in Tredegar 
and the Sirhowy Valley;

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Call for heart screening for young people 


ON April 2, the National Assembly’s 
Petitions Committee considered a 
petition signed by 3,444 people calling 
on Welsh Government to make heart 
screening available to all young people 
between the ages of 10 and 35. 

The call came following a number of recent 
tragic incidents of young people dying due to 
undiagnosed heart conditions. 

Ben McDonald, from the Vale, suffered a 
cardiac arrest as he crossed the finish line of the 
Cardiff Half Marathon last year and shortly after 
passed away. Campaigners say that heart condi¬ 
tions like Ben’s could have been picked up before 
it was too late if screening had been available. 

Sharon Owen from the charity Welsh Hearts 
said: “If screening was made available to all young 
people across Wales, then those people at risk 
could get the medical support and help they need. 

“At the moment, most people who are at risk 
do not even know they have a heart condition so 
cannot take the required action or consider whether 
there may be any inherited issues for the rest of 
their family to consider. 

“We take it for granted that all young people 
have their eyes tested and we get regular check 
ups at the dentist, but there is nothing available to 
make sure we have healthy hearts.” 

At a recent Welsh Hearts screening event at the 
Principality Stadium, three people were found to 
have serious heart conditions from the 104 people 
tested. 

“These people were going about their daily lives 
without them or their families having any knowl¬ 
edge that they could be at risk,” added Ms Owen. 

Ben’s family said: “On October 7, 2018, our 
world was completely turned upside down when 
our brother, Ben McDonald, died at the finish line 
of the Cardiff Half Marathon. He was 25 years old, 
fit and healthy, and his death has left our family 
shattered. If you didn’t know Ben, then you need 
to know he was amazing. 

“He was funny, generous, caring, effortlessly 
cool, adventurous and always smiling, an incred¬ 
ible son, brother, uncle grandson and friend. If 
you didn’t have the chance to meet him then you 
missed out on someone really special. Ben was 
always great at pulling people together, organising 
social events, hosting barbecues and pizza nights 
at our family home, gorge walking or off on 
impromptu camping trips. He made good solid

friends wherever he went. 

“So, in honour of him, and because of who he 
was, we want to keep that connection with people 
going. We are going to celebrate Ben’s birthday in 
the way that he would: surrounded by people and 
trying to focus on the positive. 

“We have chosen to support the work of Welsh 
Hearts because we believe in the work that they are 
doing to install defibrillators across Wales and to 
offer heart screening. 

“Ben was also so proud to be Welsh! We don’t 
know if screening would have helped Ben, and 
unfortunately on the day, the defibrillator wasn’t 
able to save his life, but at least we know that he 
was given that chance. We believe that everyone 
should be given the same chance if they find them¬ 
selves, or a loved one in a similar situation.” 

The petition followed a Statement of Opinion 
submitted by Assembly Member Suzy Davies. 

Mrs Davies’ Statement in October 2018, which 
recognised “the importance of early diagnosis of 
heart conditions in reducing the number of deaths 
each year” and which called on Welsh Government 
“to explore the rolling out of a screening initiative 
to all young people in Wales,” was supported by 
12 AMs from different parties.

With 
a population of around three million, we have the 
opportunity here in Wales to roll out a scheme like 
this and show the rest of the world how early heart 
screening can save lives and, in doing so, reduce 
the cost to the NHS in the long term.”

O VER the 
past few 
weeks, I 

have been encour¬ 
aged and inspired 
by young people. 

I am responsible in 
the Welsh Government 
for the pioneering 
Well-Being of Future

Llandough affordable housing 
scheme gets planning green light 


AN affordable 
housing plan has 
been approved 
despite local 
opposition. 

A development of 40 
affordable homes has 
been approved for land 
north of Leckwith Road 
in Llandough. 

The one and two-bed 
flats, developed by the 
Jehu Group and Hafod 
Housing Association, 
would be built in 
three blocks with a 
single access point off 
Leckwith Road and 37 
parking spaces. 

Nearby residents had 
objected to the plans 
and said the site would 
be overdeveloped, there 


were not enough parking 
spaces, and they also 
raised environmental and 
drainage concerns. The 
council received around 
100 letters objecting to 
the scheme. 

But the Vale 
Council’s planning 
committee approved 
the plans on March 
28-14 councillors 
voted in favour and two 
abstained. 

Llandough 

Community Council told 
the Vale Council that the 
plans were a “complete 
overdevelopment of the 
site”. 

‘There are no facilities 
in Llandough such as 
shops, doctors, school 
places,’ a statement said. 


‘There is inadequate 
parking allowed for, it is 
essential to have a car if 
you live in Llandough. 

‘The proposed devel¬ 
opment is not in keeping 
with surrounding prop¬ 
erties, the original local 
development plan was 
for eight houses which is 
more in keeping with the 
site, as well as requiring 
less car parking.’ 

The Vale Council’s 
ecology officer had 
originally objected to the 
scheme due to the loss 
of habitat on the land 
and the loss of trees, but 
withdrew the objection 
after the developer pro¬ 
vided more information. 

In a statement to the 
council, the developer 


said the scheme would 
“contribute significantly 
to the provision of 
affordable housing in the 
area”. 

The statement said: 
‘(The development) is 
located within a sustain¬ 
able location - within 
close proximity to a 
range of services and 
facilities accessible on 
foot, public transport, or 
by car. 

‘(It’s) of a high-qual¬ 
ity design and the 
proposed ‘town house’ 
design respects the 
surrounding built form 
and residential amenity. 
(It) represents a highly 
sustainable form of 
development by ensuring 
that the most efficient 
use is made of the site. 

‘The proposed devel¬ 
opment aims to make 
the most efficient use of 
the site, while creating 
a high-quality living 
environment.’

“While these discussions are ongo¬ 
ing, residents of Llantwit Major, St 
Athan and Rhoose can use bus service 
303/304 operated by New Adventure 
Travel or either of the train stations at 
Llantwit Major and Rhoose to travel 
to Cardiff.”

Hospice opens its doors with 
new cafe to help bust myths 


A TERMINAL illness 
charity is attempting to 
bust the myths of hospice, 
by opening its doors to the 
public with a new cafe. 

The Marie Curie Cafe at the 
charity’s Cardiff and the Vale 
Hospice in Penarth was officially 
opened by actress Suzanne Packer, 
who is soon to appear in series two 
of Keeping Faith. 

The Marie Curie Cafe, situated 
in the basement of the hospice, has 
opened its doors not only to staff, 
patients and families - but will 
also be open to members of the 
public who may be walking past 
in the nearby Windsor Gardens 
and fancy popping in for a coffee 
and a cake. 

The UK’s leading terminal 
illness charity provides round- 
the-clock expert care and support 
to people living with a terminal 
illness and their families at the 
Bridgeman Road Hospice. Marie 
Curie also provides support to 
people in their own homes and 
its Information and Support Line 
now also features clinical nurse 
specialists who are available for 
any clinical support needed. 

The work to create the new cafe 


has been funded by the Hodge 
Foundation, which also supported 
the refurbishment of the hospice’s 
Day Therapy and Outpatients Unit 
in 2016. 

At the opening, the hospice’s 
catering team provided Welsh 
cakes, tea and coffee with 
staff, volunteers and patients 
joining Suzanne and the Hodge 
Foundation. 

Further works at the hospice, 
funded by a Legacy gift from 
the estate of Mrs Seaward, have 
included the installation of a spa 
bathroom on both inpatient units. 
There has also been further main¬ 
tenance work carried out along¬ 
side the bathroom and cafe works. 

Sarah Lloyd-Davies, hospice 
manager, said: “We are so grateful 
to the Hodge Foundation for once 
again supporting vital work. 

“We want people to understand 
more about the work we do here, 
and are excited to open our cafe 
doors and encourage people to 
come in and have conversations 
with us about end of life care. 

“Thanks also to the estate of 
Mrs Seaward for allowing us to 
create two relaxing and calming 
spa bathrooms for patients, which 
help elevate the service we can 


provide at the hospice.” 

Ian Spence, who has been 
volunteering on reception for 11 
years, is now also spending some 
hours helping in the cafe. He said: 
“It makes me feel good about 
myself. I get to give something 
back to the community, or rather 
put something into it. The hospice 
is such a warm place to come to 
and the staff are all fantastic at 
making everyone feel welcome.” 

Suzanne Packer, who has 
previously visited the hospice 
with brother and Olympian Colin 
Jackson, said: “It’s been a pleasure 
to officially open the new Marie 
Curie Cafe at the charity’s Cardiff 
and the Vale Hospice in Penarth.

The big Barnardo’s bike ride is back 
- and now it’s for the whole family 


THE big On Your Bike for Barnardo’s 
charity cycle ride returns this spring and 
this time there will be an extra event just 
for families. 

In addition to the usual 35-mile route through the 
Vale, there will be a six-mile family ride around 
Cardiff Bay for the first time, so that everyone can 
join in the fun. 

Both rides take place on Sunday, May 12, and 
money raised will go towards helping some of the 
most vulnerable children, young people and families 
in Wales. 

Susie Bailey, events manager with Bamardo’s 
Cymru, said: “We want to give everyone chance to 
get involved so in addition to the more challenging 
35-miler for adults and young people aged 14 and 
over, we have decided to organise a six-mile pedal 
for families - and the adults get to ride free. 

“We hope it will be a really fun occasion for 
everyone. There will be medals and an after-ride 
party for everyone and those taking part in the senior 


event will also receive technical T-shirts. 

“We are very proud of On Your Bike’s history. It 
began in 1982 when Commonwealth Games cyclist 
Reg Braddick and South Wales Echo editor Geoff 
Rich teamed up and it has raised almost £600,000 
in that time.” 

Both rides will start from the Viola Arena, Cardiff 
Bay and end with a party. 

Riders who sign up for the event will receive 
regular emails with training and fundraising tips and 
a briefing pack. The route will be fully signed with 
marshals, first aiders, water and snack stops. 

It costs £20 to register for the senior event with 
a sponsorship target of £50. The registration fee for 
the family ride is £10 for one child, £15 for two and 
adults ride free. You can get 10 per cent off by using 
the code EarlyBird until March 31.

Council picks its 
‘preferred route’ 
for new M4-A48 
link road but local 
residents say they 
are ‘in limbo’ 


PLANS for a new transport 
link between the M4 and the 
A48 could take a step forward 
as the council has identified its 
preferred route for the major 
new road. 

The Vale Council says its favoured 
option for the road - which would 
connect junction 34 of the M4 with the 
A48 south of Sycamore Cross - would 
stretch to the west of the village of 
Pendoylan rather than to the east. 

The council is also expected to press 
the case for a new railway station and 
a Park and Ride near junction 34 which 
would link to Cardiff Airport. 

Both options would be developed 
in a full business case to Welsh 
Government if the council’s ruling 
body approves. 

The council had been considering 
the option of a road to the east of 
Pendoylan, but this was deemed too 
expensive, as sections of the road 
would need to be elevated over a flood 
plain. 

But villagers say they’ve been left 
in limbo by plans to for the new road. 

Nine families - 10 per cent of the 
village of Pendoylan - would be forced 
to leave their homes if the road plans 
go ahead. 

Campaigners say families are living 
daily with the anxiety and are unable 
to move on and sell their homes as 
the proposed new road is frightening 
potential buyers away. 

They say one elderly resident of 
Pendoylan, now living in a residential 
home, is unable to sell her house to pay 
for the care she needs as her property 
will be demolished to make way for 
the new road if the council’s plans 
proceed . 

Campaign group Vale Communities 
For Future Generations (VCFG) says 
residents in Pendoylan and Peterston- 
super-Ely could also be blighted by the 
air pollution and noise from HGVs if 
the road is built. 

The council says “no firm decision” 
has been made to build a new road. 

Martin Lloyd, an Ely valley village 
resident said: “The routing of this 
road proposal through the Ely Valley 
is very strange when there are clearly 
options less damaging to residents and 
families in the villages, the physical 
infrastructure, the environment and to 
a conservation valley. 

“The fact is that homes in and 
around Pendoylan are now blighted, 


leaving older people unable to sell up. 
They are struggling to remain inde¬ 
pendent in houses they are becoming 
too frail to maintain. 

“Obviously compensation will be 
sought but as the road plans will no 
doubt be challenged all the way to a 
judicial review their situation will not 
be eased any time soon.” 

The Vale Council’s cabinet will 
consider a report on Monday, April 1 
which recommends asking the Welsh 
Government for money to draw up 
a full business case for the trans¬ 
port scheme after further studies are 
completed. 

The report says: ‘A strategic high¬ 
way link between the M4 Junction 34 
and the A48 offers potentially substan¬ 
tial benefits in terms of connectivity 
and appears to represent value for 
money. 

‘The provision of a Parkway Station 
could bring substantial travel benefits 
at a regional scale. However, it would 
require a highway link in order to 
facilitate access to the station from the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

“Without the highway link, the 
Parkway Station may offer benefits, 
but these would be focused on the 
M4 corridor and communities to the 
north, rather than offering improved 
connectivity for the Vale. 

“Without an intervention, traffic 
conditions on the corridor are expected 
to worsen with a significant increase 
in traffic forecast on both the strategic 
and local road network.’ 

A consultation responded to by more 
than 1,000 people had ‘significant 
objections’ to the principle of a new 
road due to its impact on communities 
and the environment. But some peo¬ 
ple, including businesses, supported 
it. There was overall support for a 
Parkway station at junction 34. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: 
“This proposal is currently the subject 
of a WelTAG Stage 2 transport study 
being undertaken on the M4 Junction 
34 to A48 transport corridor and no 
firm decision to build a new road has 
yet been made. 

“An update report on the project is 
due to be considered by the council’s 
cabinet on April 1. This report pro¬ 
vides details of the work undertaken to 
date and also provides information on 
the ongoing Stage 2 WelTAG work.”

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Hopkins Law: offering you advice 


R HIAN Howells, 
family solicitor 
at Hopkins Law, 
offers advice regarding 
applying for mainte¬ 
nance, costs and legal 
services payments orders: 

“Following the implementation 
of the Legal Aid Sentencing and 
Punishment of Offenders Act 
2012, applying for a financial 
order in divorce proceedings is 
no longer within the scope of 
legal aid. 

“It is still possible to apply for 
maintenance from a spouse to 
enable an application to be made 
for a financial order and funded 
by a spouse who is in a financial 
position to pay Solicitors’ fees. 

“In one case, the District 
Judge was unwilling to make a 
maintenance order for a spouse to 
discharge her historical costs. He 
stated that interpretation of the 


Legal Services Payment Orders 
looks forward, not backward, and 
enables the applicant to apply for 
“an amount for the purpose of 
enabling an applicant to obtain 
legal services for the purpose of 
proceedings”. 

“The Judge added that there 
must be a suitable formula to the 
effect that the Solicitors must 
regularly account to the husband 
as to how the monthly sum was 
being spent, and if there was a 
surplus at the end of the proceed¬ 
ings then it must be credited back 
to the husband. 

“In this case a broad brush 
approach was adopted as to the 
wife’s general needs claimed and 
a costs maintenance order made. 

“If it is not possible to file 
for a Legal Services Payment 
Order then another alternative is 
to apply for what are known as 
“litigation loans”. These loans 
are usually a high interest rate 


and the loan, which is secured on 
the property, is then repaid at the 
end of the case. 

“A loan from a commercial 
lender such as a Bank can also 
fund litigation, although usually 
they will not grant more than 
£20,000 on an unsecured basis. 

“Another option is to utilise 
a credit card or take out a loan 
from a family member. This 
is not always a good idea as 
whilst commercial loans are 
considered by the family courts 
as ‘hard loans’, loans from family 
members are often classed by 
the family Judges as ‘soft loans’, 
i.e, loans that may not need to be 
paid. A hard loan is generally 
therefore better for litigation than 
a soft loan.”

Campaign group’s fury 
at breach of NRW permit 


THE Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) says 
documents dis¬ 
closed to it reveal 
the Barry Biomass 
energy plant 
breached its permit 
in March last year. 

The group says the 
breach relates to the 
weekend of March 10 
and 11, 2018 when local 
residents complained 
about noise and black 
smoke from the plant. 
Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) told The GEM 
this week that it had car¬ 
ried out an investigation 
and found that, while 
competent management 
was on site during the 
period, preparations 
for testing the burner 
were not good enough 
and that the operator 
had been issued with a 
warning because it was 
in breach of the permit. 

DIAG issued a 
statement late last week, 
claiming there had been 
a number of failures 
last March: a failure to 
minimise the risk of pol¬ 
lution by using sufficient 
competent people and 
resources during oper¬ 
ation; a failure to take 
appropriate measures to 
limit emissions of dark 
smoke; a failure to use 
appropriate measures 
to prevent or minimise 
noise during operation; 


and a failure to notify 
NRW of incidents which 
could have an adverse 
environmental effect. 

A DIAG spokesperson 
said: “The people of 
Barry will be horrified 
to learn that they were 
exposed to this air and 
noise pollution and that 
it was allowed to con¬ 
tinue as long as it did. 
The operator claims that 
black smoke from the 
burning of heavy diesel 
oil occurred from March 
10 until March 17, but 
residents were posting 
videos and pictures of 
it from before then and 
continuing on until the 
end of the month. 

“The worrying thing 
is that NRW have to 
rely on the operator to 
report themselves and 
they didn’t. It was only 
the complaints of the 
residents that gave rise 
to this investigation by 
NRW. 

“As regards the noise 
levels, NRW say they 
cannot substantiate any¬ 
thing the operator claims 
because they ‘did not 
consider or check offsite 
noise levels’. NRW say 
they (the noise levels) 
may have been 95 deci¬ 
bels, which is about the 
equivalent of a Boeing 
737 a mile from landing. 
This noise is liable to 
cause ear damage.”

that the environmental 
impact of this plant 
has not been properly 
assessed.” 

Campaigners want 
a full environmental 
impact assessment 
carried out (EIA). 

On Friday, March 29 
Assembly Member 
Andrew RT Davies 
pressed the Welsh 
Government at the 
National Assembly on 
when an EIA might be 
ordered, pointing out it 
was 13 months since a 
Minister had indicated 
she was minded to order 
one. 

He was told the Welsh 
Government was giving 
careful consideration to 
the case and a decision 
would be made as soon 
as possible. DIAG says 
it wants a public meeting 
with the operators of the 
energy plant to discuss 
areas of concern. 

Nadia De Longhi, 
operations manager 
for Natural Resources 
Wales, said: “During 
the pre-commissioning 
works in March 2018, 
we received a number of 
complaints about noise, 
dust and smells. 

“Our investigation 
found that while compe¬ 
tent operations manage¬ 
ment were on site at all 
times during this period, 
preparation for testing 
the burner wasn’t good 
enough, which resulted 
in the dark plumes being 
released. We formally 
warned the operator 
as they were in breach 
of their permit, but air 
quality objectives were 
not exceeded and the 
emissions were not high 


enough to cause harm. 

“We also investigated 
the noise complaints 
and concluded the levels 
were likely to have 
been around 55 dB at 
the nearest homes. This 
level may be disruptive 
at night but is not harm¬ 
ful to hearing. 

“We were not satisfied 
that all measures were 
taken by the operator to 
minimise this nuisance, 
which is why we 
required them to intro¬ 
duce new measures to 
reduce noise levels.” 

The GEM asked Barry 
Biomass to respond and 
a spokesperson said: 
“Barry Biomass is a 
gasification plant that 
involves the heating 
of pre-prepared waste 
wood chip at high-tem- 
peratures. This process 
produces a combustible 
synthesis gas, which is 
then used to raise steam 
and generate electricity 
using a steam turbine. 
OFGEM categorise the 
process used on-site as 
gasification. 

“Barry Biomass fully 
complies with the EU 
Industrial Emissions 
Directive and the envi¬ 
ronmental permit granted 
by Natural Resources 
Wales. We are committed 
to operating efficiently 
and effectively, which 
includes maintaining our 
pollution cleaning and 
filtering system so the 
final emissions released 
are not hazardous.” TC 


Good public 
response to new 
Barry school plan 


A NEW £7.4million 
Welsh school looks 
set to be built in 
Barry after the pub¬ 
lic overwhelmingly 
backed the move. 

Ysgol St Baruc pri¬ 
mary school would move 
to the new building in 
Barry Waterfront and 
extend its capacity from 
210 places to 420 places, 
and it would also have 
96 nursery places. A total 
of 261 people responded 
to a consultation on the 
plans - and 232 of them 
backed the move. Only 
25 opposed it. 

The Vale Council’s 
ruling body on April 
1 agreed to publish a 
statutory notice on the 
plans - which would give 
people 28 days to state 
any objections before a 
final decision is made. 
If the move is backed, it 
is hoped the new school 
building would open in 
September 2021. 

Plaid Cymru 

Councillor Ian Johnson, 
who represents the 


current Ysgol Sant 
Baruc site, welcomed 
the council’s decision to 
push ahead with the new 
school on the Waterfront. 
Cllr Johnson said: “89 
per cent of the respond¬ 
ents to the consultation 
were in favour of the pro¬ 
posal to move Ysgol Sant 
Baruc to the Waterfront 
and increase the number 
of pupils. 

“The current school 
site is not fit for a 21st 
century school, without 
even a kitchen on site, 
and on a steep slope. It 
would be good for the 
school to move to the 
Waterfront, and for the 
Waterfront community 
to become part of the 
project during the move, 
growing alongside the 
school. 

“The move will also 
make it easier for Barry 
Island and Waterfront 
pupils to have a bilingual 
education.”

SHADY gar¬ 
den can be 
a beautiful 
retreat if you plan 
properly and give it 
a little bit of TLC. 

Shady gardens need 
character as well as 
beauty; shade is seldom 
constant. It varies 
according to the season 
and time of day, so the 
first step to understand¬ 
ing what will grow in a 
shady spot is to observe 
how the light changes. 

Choose shrubs for 
year-round interest, 
including blossoms 
for spring, flowers for 
summer, berries and 
vibrant leaf colour for 
autumn and evergreens 
for winter. 

Many shade gardens 
are at their best in 
spring when bulbs, 
primroses, anemones 
and hellebores carpet 
the ground beneath 
deciduous trees before 
the leaf canopy opens 
and excludes the light. 

Think big... the low 
light levels in shady gar¬ 
dens make things appear 
smaller so make borders 
deep, paved areas 
generous and containers 
as big as space will 
allow - planted boldly 
with one or two plant 
varieties. 

Go for living walls 
- particularly in an 
urban garden. Trellis 
can disguise unsightly 
brickwork and fences 
and gives a feeling of 
depth while variegated 
ivy planted with differ¬ 
ent types of clematis, 
both of which are shade 
tolerant, can create 
stunning evergreen 
boundaries. 

Careful pruning of 
trees and shrubs that 
have grown too large 
into a more open shape 
will make a shady space 
much easier to manage. 
It will let in more light, 
allow rain to penetrate 
the soil more easily and 
create better growing 
conditions. But remem¬ 
ber, trees and shrubs 
re-grow over time, so 
they need to be cut back 
on a regular basis. 

White flowers and 
silver foliage bring 
glamour to a shady gar¬ 
den. Many such plants 
will thrive with little or 
no sun, as do variegated 
varieties. 

Urban gardens benefit 
from their protected 


micro-climate being a 
few degrees warmer, 
so exotic-looking 
architectural plants 
such as cordylines or 
fatsia japonica can be 
planted. Try mixing 
different leaf textures 
and shapes of classic 
white flowers such as 
hydrangeas or tobacco 
plants with the stylish 
black Ophiopogon. 
Hostas are very happy 
in a shady place and do 
well in pots. 

As mentioned before, 
always go for the largest 
containers possible. 
Plants grow well in nat¬ 
urally porous terracotta, 
which ages beautifully 
and adds warmth. Bay, 
box, holly and yew will 
all be happy in shade, 
as long as they are not 
underneath dripping 
branches. As with all 
garden containers, make 
sure you provide ade¬ 
quate drainage holes. 

April gets the 
gardening season off to 
a flying start, so here’s 
what experts suggest for 
this month’s gardening 
‘to do’ list: 

Spring is finally in 
evidence as daffodils 
and flowering trees start 
to bloom. Expect the 
inevitable April showers 
this month but with 
sunny days too, when 
you can turn your atten¬ 
tion to the lawn. It’s an 
exciting month, with 
indoor-sown seeds well 
into growth, and it’s 
also time to start sowing 
outdoors. Just watch out 
for frosts. - RHS 

Spring is a busy time 
of the year for garden¬ 
ers. It’s a good idea to 
keep on top of newly 
emerging weeds - this 
eliminates competition 
and ensures your plants 
have enough space and 
light to thrive. Grass 
will grow rapidly in 
the next few months, 
be sure to mow once a 
week but don’t cut too 
short. - Kew Gardens 

Spring is here and 
the garden is waking 
from its winter slumber. 
Bulbs should be in full 
flow now, their bright 
flowers enough to cheer 
up any dull day.

tastes) and having toyed 
(no pun intended) with 
the idea of helming 
a live-action take on 
Pinocchio. 

So his presence in 
the director’s chair for 
Dumbo isn’t a huge 
surprise - what is, how¬ 
ever, is how moribund, 
emotionally-lacking 
and bereft of energy the 
finished product is. 

It’s Burton’s weakest 
film for a while, and 
quite comfortably the 
worst live-action Disney 
remake yet. The film’s 
undoing isn’t by taking 
a different direction to 
the animated original 

- after all, if you hire 
Tim Burton, you don’t 
ask him to simply make 
a shot-for-shot remake 

- but he has taken a 
direction that strips any 
magic or fun out of 
proceedings.

It’s a dark film, a 
film that seems to revel 
in the sadder moments 
(Dumbo being separated 
from her mother, the 
familial heartbreak of 
Holt and his family) 
without then pulling 
the release valve and 
enjoying the euphoric 
moments. Said euphoric 
moments are delivered 
so flatly that they barely 
register, and while 
you’ll believe an ele¬ 
phant can fly, you won’t 
be all that impressed. 

It doesn’t help that, 
using CGI elephants, 
the character of Dumbo 
comes without any 
personality. Having 
the animals talk was a 
clever way of conveying 
mood in the original, 
but here we don’t get 
that insight, having to 
make do with lifeless 
one-dimensional (at 
best) characters. 

Farrell’s broken 
family man has an 


interesting narrative 
arc, but it’s one that is 
downplayed heavily, 
and while Danny 
DeVito and Michael 
Keaton attack their 
roles with great relish, 
they’re fighting a losing 
battle in a film so 
tepid. Even the likes of 
Eva Green, usually so 
dependable, get short 
shrift as the film pushes 
its plot through human 
characters that barely 
resonate. 

Writer Ehren 
Kruger’s CV is littered 
with forgettable fare, 
so it’s hardly surprising 
that Dumbo goes the 
same way. The story’s 
laboured plotting (and 
at nearly two hours in 
length it is laboured 
in the extreme) fails 
to ignite, and while 
trying to take it in a 
different direction from 
the source material is a 
bold move, it’s one that 
badly fails. It’s also, 
for what is ostensibly a 
children’s film, incred¬ 
ibly serious and dark. 
There are few light 
moments, mainly darker 
ones, and Kruger should 
have shown a gentler 
touch than he has here. 

However, what’s 
most disappointing is 
seeing Tim Burton’s 
name on this film. Even 
if he’s been hit-and- 
miss this century (for 
every Big Eyes or Big 
Fish there’s an Alice In 
Wonderland or Planet 
of the Apes), he’s still 
more than capable of 
delivering a quirkily 
visual spectacle: yet 
here he seems intent of 


creating a pastiche of 
himself. 

Aside from one 
spookily shot trip 
through a house of 
horrors, there is nothing 
in the film that is mem¬ 
orable, no iconic visual 
moments. 

Even seeing Dumbo 
flying, something that 
should be breathtaking, 
leaves you unmoved. 

This is one film 
where it feels like 
Burton has just phoned 
it in; a sad statement 
to make about such a 
skilled director. 

It all adds up to a 
tragic exercise in what 
feels like money-grab¬ 
bing by Disney: rolling 
out another live-action 
remake of an iconic 
film to bring in the 
megabucks. That’s how 
soulless and how emo¬ 
tionally bereft Dumbo 
feels, a stain on the CVs 
of all concerned. 

VERDICT: A dull 
offering that sacrifices 
magic and fun for 
darker elements, Dumbo 
is an incredibly poor 
film. Tim Burton is 
directing on auto-pilot, 
the cast struggle gamely 
but fail to register and 
the story bumbles along 
in low gear throughout 
- a real waste of every¬ 
one’s time. 

Avoid at all costs.

Cup dreams have 
been crushed at the 
semi-final stage, but 
the Jenner Park 
outfit could still 
seal a remarkable 
return to European 
football, should 
results play out in 
their favour this 
Saturday. 

A point for Barry at 
Bala would be enough 
for the visitors to secure 
a top three finish in 
the JD Welsh Premier 
League and guarantee 
a spot in the UEFA 
Europa League qual¬ 
ifying rounds, should 
fourth-placed Newtown 
lose at home to cham¬ 
pions and leaders The 
New Saints. 

A repeat of Barry’s 
October victory at Maes 
Tegid would also carry 
Barry over the line, if 
Newtown are unable to 
beat a TNS team now 
gunning for the double. 

Favourites TNS lived 
up to their billing in last 
weekend’s JD Welsh 
Cup semi-final, knocking 
off an industrious Barry 
side with a professional 
performance at Latham 
Park and earning their 
opportunity at a seventh 
all-time Welsh Cup win. 


The Saints, who 
currently head the JD 
Welsh Premier League 
by a single point, will 
now face second-placed 
Connah’s Quay Nomads 
in the final on Sunday, 
May 5. 

Nevertheless, Scott 
Ruscoe’s side were 
made to work for their 
final berth, with Barry 
striving hard for a shot 
at glory, until a killer 
blow in the 91st minute. 

In the first-half at 
Newtown it was under¬ 
dogs Barry, playing only 
their second JD Welsh 
Cup semi-final in 15 
years, who came closest 
to breaking the deadlock. 

Riding a wave of 
good form, it was striker 


Kayne McLaggon, 
Barry’s hat-trick hero of 
the quarter-finals, who 
ruffled feathers, clipping 
the TNS crossbar. 

Saints though man¬ 
aged to find another gear 
early in the second-half 
and, after some dazzling 
footwork from Ryan 
Brobbel turned Paul 
Morgan inside-out, the 
former Middlesbrough 
magician squared to 
New Zealand interna¬ 
tional Greg Draper, who 
drilled a low effort into 
the Barry net with 56 
minutes played. 

Goalkeeper Mike 
Lewis protested vocifer¬ 
ously, after it appeared 
that a third TNS player 
may have touched the 


semi-final stage. 

ball in an offside posi¬ 
tion on its path to goal. 

However, referee 
Bryn Markham-Jones 
was apparently 
unconvinced and Barry 
found themselves having 
to chase the match, 
against a Saints side now 
in full flow. 

Switching up his 
on-field options in 
pursuit of an equaliser, 
Barry boss Gavin 
Chesterfield brought 
on the attack-minded 
Louis Gerrard and Drew 
Fahiya. 

It was the latter who 
came closest to restoring 
parity, hitting the post 
in the midst of a handful 
of Town half-chances, 
yet the Saints held their 


ground. 

Then, after Fahiya and 
McLaggon combined in 
the TNS area to threaten 
again on 90 minutes, the 
professionals embarked 
on a counter attack, with 
Brobbel surging onto a 
defence-splitting pass 
and fending off two 
retreating players, before 
firing a ball low across 
goal for Jamie Mullan to 
tap in at the back post. 

Heartbreak then for 
Barry in Newtown, as 
their quest for a first 
Welsh Cup final since 
2003 came to an end, 
yet the carrot of a place 
in Europe remains very 
real; and what a feat that 
would be, given all the 
club has been through. 

Barry’s first-ever 
European adventure was 
secured 25 years ago 
this spring. A quarter of 
a century on, can Town 
stamp their passports 
again this Saturday?

Tegid (LL23 7UY) 
between Bala and Barry 
on Saturday, April 
6, is at 2.30pm, with 
admission payable at the 
turnstiles.

Hat trick of hat tricks 
sees Barry RFC 
maintain their 
promotion push

BARRY unleashed an 11-try 
spree as they overcame a 
resilient Llanharan at the 
Reservoir Field last Saturday 
to maintain their promotion 
push. 

Due to late arrivals of opposition 
players, the game began with uncon¬ 
tested scrums and this turned into an 
advantage for the visitors initially as 
their lively scrum half caused all sorts 
of problems for the home defence. 

However, it was Barry who got the 
first score following a three-quarter 
move which saw Dylan Robertson 
score the first of his hat trick of tries, 
adding the conversion as well. 

The visitors came straight back, 
and loose defending allowed them to 
cross for an unconverted try. 

After defending from the restart, 
where the visitors were held up over 
the line, Barry countered the length 
of the field and crossed for an uncon¬ 
verted try.

St Peter’s lead the table on 80 
points with two games remaining, 
with Llantwit Fardre on 61 points 
with two games remaining, while 
Cilfynydd are in fourth place on 60 
points.
